dent of the United States. 

As has been said the president at- 
tends dninh service almost every 
Si. 1. 'lav i;M::nli:K in the year, but there 
Is no certainty a.s to his appearance, 
nor. on tho ordinary Sabbath, does the 
president Invariably attend tb* church 
of which he is a member. Indeed not 
Infrequently the chief czecutiv* ao- 
cepu an Invitation to worship with 
lom* congregation of another de- 
nomination.

Rev. Plerc* Is 
a native of Providence, R. I., and was 
born In the cloFlnR year of the civil 
war, which readily accounts for the 
< hnl'^e of the name bestowed up.m 
him lie was educated In .New Kfig 
land and at Hillsdale college, .Michi 
gan, and also pursued advanced 
studies at Harvard. Tb* pastor bad 
charges in Iowa, California and Ithaca, 
N. T., er* b* aasumsd bis present po- 
sition In 1891, in which year also be 
was married. Rev. Pierce, like the 
d;.stir.«ui.'-hi'd member of hl.^ couKrefia 
tion. has traveled exleuKlvely and lec- 
tured consldarably upon travel sub-

Mrs. Taft, like Mrs. Roosevelt, wor- 
ships at a different church from that 
attended by her husband and by odd

may be of Interest to consider the his- 
tory anu traditions of this wonderful 
symbol under which we live and In 
the n.nmo of which so much has been 
wrought of world wide pood to hu- 
iiianlt> an(. alas! of Rreat harm 
ihroiisli Chrisilan fanaticism. 

i'erhaiiN Uiere Is no other object on 
earth al out which there has been 
more controversy, mora dissensions 
and moro sapcrstlUoBs than about this 
one great object for r*v*r*nc* on the 
on* aid*, and for dorlston on the other. 

Ever since the crucifixion it has 
left a strong itnpress on the history of 
the nations and has been revered in 
the rc-ligion of all the sects bearing 
the name of Christ. It has been sur- 
roundea by traditions and mysticism 
and endowed with supernatural and 
miraculous attributes. It has been ta- 
ken as the emblem of a faith under 
th* banner of which great deeds of 
heroism hav* been don*, aa la olden 
days when pioneer messengers of th* 
Story ot the Cross filled with religious 
seal entered bravely Into uncivilized 
and barhatlan landii, fcarlesly ignor- 
ing er- at dangers. 

iieraldod by Christian banners the 
procession of civilization lias spread 
to ail parts ol the world. Romans car- 
ried It o the Urltona and Saxons. The 
worship ot the sun as observed by the 
Incas was brought to an end through 
the ascendancy of Spanlah baarara of 
the cross. 

Being the keynote and the "glory" 
of the Christian religion this emblem 
soon became prized in otlier diirctloiis 
boFld<-s those eccl(>slastic. With tho 
irluiupli of Christianiiy tlie cross at 
onci- was recognized a« ;i universal 
symbol ol highest iiobiliiy :ii:d honor. 
It was cow considered to add dignity 
to the crowns and scepters of emper- 
ors and princes. It became th* proud- 



•st *nsign of knightly rank. Th* 
gr*at*st waniora were proud to a** th* 
crosa on th* hllta of th*lr awords as 
w*U aa on th* bannars aad«r which 
they fought, it also became a sign of 
merit for valor and bravery — a reward 
for deeds oi honor, as tho Iron cross 
of Prussia established by William III. 
for patriotic bravery la war. 

It waa worn also aa a protactloa la 
timea of troubl*. To d«not* th* con- 
secration of those dovoted to the aid 
of the suffering and needy; the Red 
Cross was the confederation of socie- 
ties in dirferenl countries for the bet- 
terment of conditions of the wounded 
soldiers in campaigns on land and 
sea. In Crusader days, beginning 
with Peter the Hermit, in 10,94, start- 
ing out to deliver the Holy Land from 
the dominion of th* lafld*l, th* brave 
warrfora war* thua namad baeaus* of 
th* red eiDss they woroaabadcas on 
their right shoulders. 

The archbishop's crozler — the en- 
sign ot his oflice — is the staff with a 
crosa head, dUtlngulshlng it frotn the 
"pastoral" stall of bishops and abbota, 
which Mv« a shepherd's crook. 

Thus has been experie nced the say- 
ing of Justin Martyr so i-jany years 
ago — that "the sign of the cross was 
Impressed upon the whole of nature. 
There Is hardly a handicraftsman also 
but usee the figure of it among the 
implement* of his Industry. It forms 
a part of man himself." Man has b*«n 
created la thia form as has b«en beau- 
tifully illustrated by Emily Collier in 
the painting depicting the Holy Child's 
expression of his love— "8o wid* is 
niv love." 

In iiie middle nges and In Crusadera' 
day.s the cross was the distinctive 
symbol of the Christian in contradis- 
tinction to th* Cr*scent ot th* lio- 
hammadaa. 

The custom of marking one's sig 
nature by a cross was first adopted 
by Christians in the vcar 110 to dls- 
tiriKulsh ttiem from the pagans, and it 
stood for a tilent oath. 

The early Christians Immediately 
used this sign, which waa conneetad 
with their religion, as a secret mes- 
sage to on* another In their first days 
of poraocbtlon. Mingling with the 
persecutors of their faith, they could 
thus make themselves known to each 
other without ciH ;g the attention of 
thofo around them. In visiting the 
('atac<imbs in Homo, wt;ere they hid 
from fear of their pwrsecutors, It is in- 
tcns-ely interostinj; to notice that the 
sign so sacred to them is cirved and 
engraven ail around tho walls of their 
prison cells and abov* th* tomba of 
their brethren.

\ J make special efforu to reach there at the 
the Bastartldo, ftor the most romantic and 
pieturesaue celebration ot the great 
spring holiday takes place In the dty of the doges. 
\.|PB{Mter jln Venice Is unlike Easter in any other city in 
the world, and once to have experienced the day there Is 
aaver tu forget it. 

Easter, St. Mark's and the pigeons. This Is the com- 
bination that makes the spring holiday specially Inter- 
esting, At all seasons of the year the famous pigeons 
that stuff and stuff the food down their fatted crops till 
thvy can hardly waddle are a magnet to the crowd of 
alghtaeart, but especially do they make their appeal at 
Baater time, tor they are genuine Baater bhrda. 

Tears and yeara ago they held the same relation to 
the Knstcr cuisine that egga do in the new world, bnt 
that was before the populace came to the point of 
regar<lliiK them as something almost sacred. Now no 
one would think of putting n finger on their smooth 
plumage 

For more generations than anybody knows the ad- 
Bllred pigeons have fluttered from point- to point on the 
Mered arehltecture of St. Mark's. They have made 
thtlr homos In nooka and crannlea of the baalllca; thay 
have built comtortabia neata at the feet ot the tamoua 
ronse horaes over the portico. In tact, there la hardly 
place In the whole Impressive 'pile that has escaped 
e{r keen little eyes and been turned Into account, pro- 
Idlng 11 pr<iinise(l to afford a hospice. 
Venice loves these pigeons with a devotion that 
would b* amualm to ttaa outalda world war* It not 
honest. 

And especially does it warm up to tiMm at Easter 
Utme, for U waa than, according to the anelaat tradition, 
that they flrat oane to SI. Mark'a. 

According to the anelant atory. It waa Palm Snaday 
that the great doge made » formal vlalt to tho Plaaaa 
San Marco With him came hia entire brilliant suite of 
tkfllclale. including tho foreign ambassadpra realding In 
we lice. 

I The presence of this host of dlgottarios, the blare of 
«e aUvar trumpata that heralded thalr arrival and th« 




magnificence of the procession deeply impressed the 
people, en that all who could be accommodated filled 
up the street and buildings. 

The doKe was so delighted by the welcome the popu 
lace accorded that he determined to .show bis bounty in 
a manner that should be remembc nd. so h'' had a larce 
number of pigeons, each one weighted by having a piece 
of paper attached to its legs, released from the gallery 
of St. Mark's, over the portico where the bronze horses 
rear their gigantic bodlea. 

The crowd made a ruah on the pigeona, eager to get 
the choice meal they afforded, and the unfortunate birds, 
hampered by tho weights on the legs, were caught In 
large numbers and taken home to form the feature of 
many a .smaailent repa«t. 

But not all were eaupht. Some of them escaped and 
sought r. luge high up In the dom« Of tho church, where 
none could come near them. 

The fact that the birds found their hospice in the 
very dome of the tomb of St. Mark waa not without its 
eifaet on this highly superatitioua populace and they 
at once decided thla to be a token from tho good saint 
that hla ahelterlng mantla waa spread over the blcds 
ao4 that aoaa ot hla tnio worahlpera would do them 
harm. 

Thus this early number of pigeons fluttering In fright 
to the top of the temple tieeanie the lorcrniiners of the 
multitude that Hies amiind the <'luirch to-day. Now they 
are sacred from the i)rofaiie hand of man and as an 
extra tribute It Is the habit at Kastertide. Ih- !innlver 
sary of their recognition by tho saint, to give theui extra 
food and attention. 

It la for thla reaaon that everybody who is in Venice 
on Baater Sunday provldea an extra aupply of food for 
the pigeona of St Mark's. JM* doea not mean that they 
lack in povender the remainder ot tho y««r. It almply 
means that the oomlng Of tho holiday brioga an ntM 
bup|)ly. 

.■\nd the birds enjoy It None can say that they fall 
to enter Into the hplrlt of tlie holiday. They gorge and 
stuff until it is a marvel that the air Is not titled With 
taathers from the exploding bodies of the birds. 

It la BOt th« flrat ooramonial of the day, thla feeding 
of the pigeona. Not until the groat morning aervleo la 
8t Mark's haa boon hold dooa tho church parmit tho 
holiday fun to begin. 

In the morning everybody goaa to 8L Mark*!; that la. 
everybody who can get In, which la distinction, 
tor residents and visitors alike all thMt vitf of thla MM 
ohorah ob tho aiaot Important Chrlatlaa holiday. 
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In fact the whole scene is a rioting panorama of 
flowers Aa In every other city of the civilized world 
where the Christian religion ia supreme, efforts h.ive 
iH en concentrated -to getting flowers into the city for 
I he great day. but under these aouthem akiea it is not 
■I ,|ue.tion of forcing hothouse planta— the natural 
crowth In the open air supplloa all that oould be asked, 
ami everybody, rich and poor, huya llborally of tho 
luscious blooms. 

In no other country In the world do the blooms attain 
auch niagnlflcenco and It Is not an uncoinn.on si;;hi to 
see a gondola literally laden with violets, wlih t, eai, be 
bought so cheaply bare that for the price of ai^ ordinary 
bouquet In an American city an armload can bo pur- 
chased.

UB festival of roaster Is 
as ancient as ibe Garden 
of Kden. The singing of 
carols and de<i)r,'itlon ot 
the cliiiri lies w ith Hind- 
ers celebrate the U( sur 
rcctlon of Chri^it from 
the dead, but long before 
the Chrlatlao era both' 
Jew and pagan made a 
feast at this time. 
Among the Anglo-Sax- 
cns, the goddess Eostre, the deity of 
spring, was honored when the giopii 
herbage lieg:in to stir In the fields and 
forest.", anil the norllnvard iiiovi!:^ 
sunruys melted the Ico and enow. 
I And the Roinuna adopting this god- 
dess called her Aurora, the divinity 
of the dawn and spring. The Fire- 
I worshipers on the uplands of Persia, 
and northern tribes everywhere, madH 
Joyful at the return of the sun, while 
the Jews kept their P.issover on the 
nth of M.^an. a festival to spring. 

Thus the older religions prepared 
the human hearts of later generations 
for a faith In the resurrection of life, 
and Christians reasoned that if the 
earth sprang to blossom at the coming 
of the sun. the dead might arise from 
the grave In spring et'mal with the 
coming of the Saviour of men. 

The pit.K.iii and Jewish feasts were 
observed al (Mil tiio time of the vernal 
eqnino.\ v lildi was foretold by astron- 
omers. The Easter of the Christian 
church being founded on an historical 
event, the argumenta In the councils 
resulted in Its becoming a moveable 
feast In order to pti!l (ontrovorsy 
The Oregorl.in calendar fixed It as tlie 
flr.^t Sunday after the 21st or March, 
and If a full moon should happi-n on 
that Suiulay. KH;-ter day niu.".t be the 
Sunday aftei-. By this arrangement, 
Easter docs not fall on the day of the 
Jewish Passover, and la yet Influenced 
by the Paschal moon. 

The carols of the churches were 
joyous. They wove nature study and 
thcoiory wisely together, as la this 

favorite:

White the English church has given 
us mctfl of the carols, France and Ger 
nany kave a rich atore •< them. 



.Many best known tn day, .nuch as "Let 
the eong be begun," nml '"t'hrlst liaih 
arisen I Dea'h Is no more!" and "The 
Ptrlfo Is o'er, the battle done." are 
'inlte recent In origin. Tl'.cre are sev- 
eral very old faster sougs singing ol 
birds, flowers and joyous sports sug- 
gesting the frolics of the spring. 

FYom the first little band of strug- 
ullng Chrl.stlans led by St Paul, the 
lionian church grew Into a powerful 
political orpanizntion ai;d sought to 
keep all wltliin the fold by utili/.lng 
he iia^'in (ustoiiis, for the etid sr.nc 
tilled the means. Following on Christ 
inas had come a period of dull win 
ter and fasting, now the season was 
changed and tba earth awakened to 
youth and sunlight Many curious 
practices of Persiana, Druids, Ooths 
and Vandals war* drawn into church- 
ly service. 

The most Foleiiin celebration of all 
is that at the Holy Sepulchre in leru- 
salera, while the graiulr. t l- at lume 
when the city is fllied with church 
dignitaries and visitors. 

At .lonisalem the pilgrims ascend 
the Via Polorosa. They come from 
every quarter of the globe chanting 
prayer.s, and taking part In the foot- 
wathliig ceremony. The throng kneels 
In the vast rotunda of the church, 
many remaining in their places from 
aood Friday until Saturday when the 
patriarch with unllghted torch enters 
tha gloom of the sepulcher. Suddenly 
ns ir flashing from heaven the tire 
runs along the torch, the multitude 
shi uts with Joy and singing a hymn of 
thanksgiving the flame springs from 
oan<lle to candle, the tapers are 
p.Tssod along, iind cherished are car- 
ried to the fastnesses of .\rghanlstm. 
to the sources of the Nile, and farth 
ost east and farthest west wherever 
the Christlaa pilgrims make a home. 

The egg, a symbol of life Is natural- 
ly associated with Easter. The but- 
terfly emerging from the cocoon Is 
sometimes spoken of, but only ob- 
scurely. The cu -tom of coloring eggs 
( :inie from the Per ian pods of good 
anil or evil The t-'ond of good t)r- 
niu/.d and the evil of evil .\drlnian, 
created cggti. These being broken lo- 
gether by wise men, good nud '\\\ 
were confused In human lifo. The liis 
tributlon of the "pace" or "pasche" 
eggs was general among pagans as well 
as Christians. The egg rolling custom 
began In lEngland where eggs marked 
with a name were rolled down hill In 
contests to so handle the e^g that the 
shell tbould not be cracked. 

'I ho church pt rmltttd strange 
things in its efforts to nrou^e a prop, 
er spirit among the people, sml to stir 
llghthearlednets nmoiifi the dvill and 
heavy. The clergy told funny stories 
from the pulpit to excite "risus pas- 
challs," aa Easter face, a smiting 
oountcnanee. In Auil«rrvi aad Dre- 
bansoa. both elargy and peofle danced 
to the strains trf the Bastar hvmn 
"Victlmae pasohall." aad a solemn 
game of ball was played by clergy, 
caaoaa and bUhopa for t&n«7 cukes 
LKNA M. M'CAUklY.
